Of the five races entered, we won one and 
took second in the other four, thereby finishing 
second to San Diego for the Regatta.

Tom Tronun, winning his fourth consecutive champion- 
ship, was in a class by himself, finishing 10 lengths 
ahead in the 145 lb. Single Event. In the Senior 
Single Race he gave his San Diego competitor a hard 
race, losing by just a few feet. 


Me Mazzoncini, who stroked the champion 145 lb. crews 
in 1936 and 1937, came just short of winning the 
Junior Single Race after making up several lengths 
lost at the starte

san Diego crew the real scare. It was a close battle 
from the start with the San Diego crew crossing the 
finishing line just in time to head off the fast 
coming Dolphins. Considering that our crew was just 
organized this year and. was outweighed 30 pounds per 
man, their showing against the four years champions 
from San Diego, speaks well for the coaching and
